The  Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Carpen- 
ters and  Joiners  of  America  assembled  in  Workmen's  Hall,  Walnut 
street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  August  6,  1884. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  11  a.  m.  by  General  President 
J.  P.  McGinley,  of  Chicago,  111.,  who  assumed  the  chair.  The  General 
Secretary,  P.  J.  McGuire,  of  New  York,  officiated  as  Secretary.  Brother 
J.  Wood,  of  the  Reception  Committee  of  Cincinnati  Union  No.  2, 
acted  as  Door-keeper. 

After  the  presentation  of  credentials,  the  following  committees 
were  appointed  by  the  President:

Rochester,  N.  Y. ;  Halifax.  N.  8. ;  St.  Paul,  ^linn.  ;  Lynchburg,  Va.:  ' 
Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa;  Muscatine,  Iowa;  Batavia;  N.  Y.  and  Eau  Clain*. 
Wis.,  reported  unions  in  course  of  formation.    A  German  communit  a-  i 
tion  from  Chicago  was  laid  over  to  be  translated  by  the  Secretary 
during  recess. 

Upon  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  it  was  ordered  to  j)rint  the  i'r<»- 
ceedings  daily  for  information  of  delegates  and  unions. 

Billingsley — Moved  that  we  authorize  delegates  present  to  s< 
greetings  in  name  of  this  body  to  their  respective  local  unions,  il  a^-  j 
sembled  while  this  convention  is  in  session.  Carried. 

Billingsley — Moved  that  a  telegram  of  fraternal  greeting  be  sent 
by  the  Secretary  to  the  convention  of  the  Amalgamated  Iron  and  Steel 
Workers  now  in  session  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  Carried. 

Brother  J.  M.  Hall,  was  appointed  reading  clerk  of  the  con- 
vention. 

Thurber— Moved,  take  a  recess  until  2:30  p.  m.  Carried. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION.  * 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  2.30  p.  m.  in  Workmen's  Hall. 
President  McGinley  called  the  conventfon  to  order.  Call  of  roll 
showed  officers  and  delegates  all  present. 

Brown— Moved  all  instructions  and  amendments  to  the  constitu-  I 
tion  upon  being  read  be  referred  to  the  proper  committees  without  ' 
debate.   Carried.  4 


The  Secretary  then  read  the  translation  of  the  German  communi- 
cation from  Chicago  signed  by  J.  Effinger,  Poch  and  others.  It  was 
referred  to  Committee  on  Constitution. 

General  President  McGinley  then  submitted  his  report  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  General  PresiderU. 

Chicago,  III.,  August  2,  1884. 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Foarth  Annual  National  Convention  of  Carpenters  and  Joiners  ot 
America. 

Brotiierh— In  compliance  with  the  constitution  of  the  Brotherhood  I  beg  leave  to  make  the 
foUowlnir  rt'port: 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  of  G.  P.,  I  found  that  the  number  of  Unions  in  the  Brother- 
hood were  twcnty-hix  and  that  the  membership  of  the  Locals  was  comparatively  small,  and  that 
tiio  Brotherhood  was  in  debt 

But  I  am  proud  to  renort  that  we  have  added  twenty-one  Unions  to  the  Brotherhood,  gained  in 
numbers,  and  have  paid  off  our  indebtedness  and  to-day  we  do  not  owe  a  dollur  outside  of  tho 
Endowment  Fund. 

I  have  had  occasion  to  create  some  expenses  for  the  B.  and  in  my  opinion  necessary  expenses, 
that  could  not  (for  the  welfare  of  the  B.)  be  avoided. 
The  report  of  the  same  is  a«  follows : 

To  settle  a  serious  difficulty  in  local  Union  No.  8.  Railroad  fare  to  Philadelphia,  and  a 
visit  to  the  Trenton,  Washington,  Cincinnati  and  Indianapolis  Unions,  wnile  on  the 

road.   Hotel  bills  and  pav  for  two  weeks*  time  to  the  amount  of  $107  50 

Postage  and  Stationery  from  March  1, 1884,  to  August  1,  1884    4  00 

Expenses  while  organizing  Unions  Nos.  59,  61  and  67,  which  are  located  in  the  vicinity  of 

Chicago   5  00 

Total  $116  60 

For  which  I  have  been  paid. 

I  do  not  think  it  is  iiecessarj'  for  me  to  suggest  any  amendments  to  the  constitution.  We  all 
feel  it  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  endowment  feature  is  in  bad  shape  and  should  be  amended, 
and  we  should  make  special  provisions  for  a  thorough  on^nization  of  the  trade  throughout  the 
countr>'.  and  if  we  may  neglect  other  things,  let  us  uot  forget  that  we  must  organize  every  city, 
town  an<i  hamlet  iu  the  country,  and  hoping  that  my  humble  efforts  may  meet  with  your  ap- 
proval, I  have  the  honor  to  beyuur's,  fraternally,  J.  P.  McGinley, 

General  Presid'jnt. 

The  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  President's  report. 

By  request  of  the  General  Secretary  his  report  was  laid  over  until 
the  next  morning  session. 

Brethauer — Moved  we  go  into  an  informal  discussion  as  to  the 
principal  points  in  connection  with  the  constitution  that  the  delegates 
might  better  understand  each  other  and  for  the  information  of  the 
Committee  on  Constitution.  Carried. 

SuTER — Moved  we  take  up  the  Constitution  seriatim.  This  pro- 
voked debate,  whereupon  he  withdrew  the  motion. 

Brown — Moved  to  reconsider  the  motion  to  go  into  an  informal 
discussion.  Carried. 

M.  D.  Connolly,  President  of  the  Ohio  State  Trades  Assembly,  by 
invitation,  then  addressed  the  convention  briefly.  In  behalf  of  Cin- 
cinnati Union  No.  2,  Brother  Brethauer  invited  the  delegates  to  the 
regular  meeting  of  said  Union  this  evening.  Accepted. 

Adjourned  until  Wednesday,  August  6,  8:30  A.  M. 
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SECOND  DAY'S  SESSION. 

The  second  day's  session  of  the  convention  assembled  in  Work- 
men's Hall,  Wednesday,  August  C,  1884,  at  8:30  a.  m. 

President  McGinley  in  the  chair;  all  the  officers  at  their  posts. 

Roll  call  showed  that  a  quorum  was  not  present,  as  many  members 
were  absent  attending  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  committees. 
Brother  Schlipp  was  appointed  Sergeant-at-Arms  tc  secure  a  (juorum, 
which  he  did.  All  members  answered  their  names,  excepting  the 
Committee  on  Constitution,  which  was  excused,  owing  to  its  duties. 

The  printed  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  no  objec- 
tions or  changes  being  offered,  they  were  adopted. 

A  communication  from  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  was  read  and  filed.  Cer- 
tain parts  relating  to  the  Constitution  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution. 

A  telegram  was  received  and  read  in  answer  to  our  telegram  of 
greeting.   It  reads  as  follows : 

Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  August  5,  1884. 

J.  R  McGinleyy  Cmventim  Carpenters'  and  Joiners'  Union: 

The  delewttes  to  the  Ninth  Annual  Convention  Amalgamated  As- 
sociation of  Iron  and  Steel  Workers  acknowledge  your  fraternal  greet- 
ings, and  in  return  we  extend  to  your  Noble  Organization  our  warm 
felt  thanks  and  good  wishes  for  your  success.  We  know  that  you  are 
in  a  good  cause  and  our  sympathy  is  with  you.

The  telegram  was  received  with  enthusiasm  and  accepted  and  the 
bill  of  expenses,  71  cents,  was  ordered  paid. 

Next  in  order  was  the  report  of  the  General  Secretary,  which  is  as 
follows : 

Report  of  the  General  Secretary, 

New  York,  July  31,  1884. 

BBOTflXBS— Two  jetat  have  elapsed  since  we  last  mot  in  convention  in  Philadelphia,  and  this 
month  marks  our  entrance  into  the  fourth  year  of  existence  as  a  Brotherhoo^i.  In  now  presenting 
to  you  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  hfotherhood.  I  desire  tu  exv>reK.s  the  pleasure  I  feel  at  the 
mariced  success  which  has  attended  our  operations  during  the  past  year  particularly.  We  are  now 
on  a  firmer  and  more  snbstantial  basis  ana  have  stood  the  test  of  time  and  the  assaults  of  enemieb 
and  are  beyond  danger  of  destruction.  In  fact  we  have  become  a  fixed  factor  in  the  labor  move- 
ment of  America,  and  bv  your  action  herein  this  convention,  which  no  doubt  will  be  wise  and 
prudent,  will  be  determined  our  future  progress. 

What  a  marvellous  and  encouraging  growth  our  organization  has  shown  during  the  past  vcar? 
We  have  added  twenty-one  new  unions  to  our  fold  and  1,866  more  members  in  good  standing,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  5,0M  members  in  good  standing  upon  our  rolls  and  forty-seven  unions.  In  this  re- 
port are  included  only  those  for  whom  capita  tax  has  been  paid  to  the  general  office,  there  U-ing 
iully  2,300  more  members  a  trifle  in  arrears,  which.  If  included,  would  make  our  membership  7.:>*M. 

By  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  it  was  decided  to  postf>onc  the  convention  called  for  la^t 
year.  This  was  done  In  order  to  place  the  unions  on  a  better  financial  basis  and  to  give  them  more 
opportunity  to  ascertain  the  actual  requirements  of  our  organization  and  to  Utome  more  familial 
with  our  Constitution,  that  if  needs  be  they  could  in  this  conventioa  alter  it  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  all  the  unions  and  all  the  members.  Owing  to  the  postponement  of  the  convention,  in 
the  performance  of  my  duty  •*  General  Secretary,  I  then  submitted  a  printed  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  August  1,  lASi.  This  report  has  been  supplied  to  all  the  unions  and  copies  of  it  are 
now  here  for  the  information  of  the  delegates  To  make  my  report  more  complete  and  satisfactory 
I  shall  summarize  the  main  features  of  last  years  report  with  this. 

At  the  close  of  our  last  convention  we  were  in  debt  In  the  sum  of  fl51,34  and  with  the  printing 
of  new  Constitutions,  rituals,  cards,  etc..  and  work  ordered  by  the  last  convention  amounting  to 
1280.00,  it  left  us  with  a  total  of  1431.40  of  liabilities  for  which  I  pledged  my  personal  credit,  f  am 
gratified  to  report  that  every  dollar  of  this  is  now  paid  and  we  are  entirely  free  from  all  debt,  Mve 
a  few  endowments,  for  which  the  assessments  are  now  being  collected.  And  for  the  first  time  we 
now  have  a  sumlus  of  funds  on  hand  as  mv  financial  renor*  will  show. 
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Htriftes  auriDR  vne  past  year  nave  wccureu  as  loiiows:  In  Chicago  and  In  New  Orleans  for  a 
standard  rate  of  W-00  per  day.  The  difficulty  lasted  three  weeks  In  both  InntanceH  and  resulted  In 
partial  success  for  the  unions,  all  union  men  securing  the  rate  with  few  exceptions.  The  main  ef- 
lect  of  the  movement  was  to  uphold  prices  that  were  on  the  verge  of  reduction.  The  New  Orleani 
strike  occured  in  April  and  the  (Chicago  strike  In  May ;  the  former  made  no  appeal  to  the  Brother- 
liood  for  help;  Chicago  applied  for  voluntary  dozxatioos  and  was  assisted  by  Washington,  D.  C, 
St.  Catherines  and  Hamilton. 

The  strike  of  Victoria  Union  No.  48,  for  nine  hours  a  day,  began  on  March  Ist  and  la.stcd  'ully 
two  months  and  at  fint  wa8t«ucce88ful  oumanv  Jobs,  but  the  influx  of  immigration  poured  in  so  that 
the  men  were  not  able  to  securi  their  demand  and  finally  compromised  with  eLp:ht  hours  as  a  day's 
work  on  Saturdays.  In  their  struggle  they  received  financial  aid  voluntarily  from  San  Francisco, 
Seattle  and  Portland.  Strikes  were  contemplated  In  Seattle  and  Portland  for  nine  hours  a  day,  and 
were  to  take  place  May  1st,  but  when  the  time  came  they  were  abandoned  until  a  more  favorable 
time,  owing  to  the  sudden  Influx  of  an  immense  Immigration,  either  deluded  or  Imported  to  those 
places  by  land  speculators  or  the  rail road<om panics.  Uuelph,  Canada,  also  expected  to  make  a 
move  to  establish  a  rate  of  92.00  per  day,  but  owing  to  the  Chicago  strike  then  being  on  hand,  they 
decided  to  postDoue  their  movement. 

The  successful  movements  for  nine  hours  in  the  spring  of  1883  on  the  Pacific  Coast  in  San  Francis- 
co, Oakland,  San  Rafael  and  Alameda,  has  hadasalutary  effect  In  those  localities  and  It  is  due  to  the 
example  of  our  Brotherhood  that  other  trades  have  followed  In  the  same  line  all  over  the  country. 
The  reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  on  Saturdays  In  St.  Catherines  and  Hartford  has  led  Philadel- 
phia, Cleveland  and  Boston  to  start  a  similar  agitation,  out  of  which  has  grown  a  strong  Central 
organization  of  various  trades  in  Philadelphia,  known  as  the  "Short-Hour  League."  Tne  usual 
custom  of  reducing  wages  in  winter  to  pay  by  the  hour  has  ceased  to  be  the  rule  wherever  our 
unions  have  had  any  power.  Thus  wafes  have  become  firmer  and  our  men  less  exposed  to  raids 
on  wages  and  by  organization  they  haveoeen  enabled  to  save  themselves  from  many  impositions. 

In  nearly  every  city  uuder  our  jurisdiction,  our  local  unions  have  been  foremost  inoivanlz- 
ing  building  trades  leagues  of  the  unions  of  building  trades  or  in  forming  Trades  Assemblies  or 
Central  Councils  of  all  the  local  trades.  This  demonstrates  the  Interest  our  members  take  in 
establishing  the  solidarity  and  federation  of  all  classes  of  labor.  But  If  we  would  manage  to 
secure  the  close  co-operation  of  the  Bricklayers',  Plasterers'  and  Laborers'  Unions  in  each  city  to 
act  with  ua  against  non-union  men  and  for  our  own  common  Interests,  It  would  be  an  incalculable 
benefit,  as  these  three  unions  can  assist  us  very  efficiently  and  we  can  assist  them,  by  refusing  to 
work  on  woik  done  by  non-union  men.  In  San  Francisco  and  San  Rafael  our  unions  have  made 
movements  successfully  against  working  with  non-union  men.  Omaha  is  now  doing  likewise. 

Fraternal  visits  Uurint'  the  pa^it  year  have  been  paid  each  other  by  the  Washington  and  Balti- 
more, and  by  the  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  Alameda  Unions,  wnlch  has  tended  to  draw  these 
unions  closer  together  In  their  interests.  Then  a^ain  Baltimore  Union  No.  29,  is  on  the  best  terms 
of  friendship  with  the  Knights  of  Labor  In  that  city,  and  have  established  a  system  of  reciprocity, 
which  works  to  their  mutual  advantage  and  might  be  adopted  everywhere  else,  were  overzealous 
men  in  the  Knights  of  Labor  not  too  anxious  to  antagonize  trades  unions. 

The  recent  progress  of  our  Brotherhood  during  the  past  year  has  been  due  to  an  extensive  cor- 
respondence with  all  parts  of  the  country,  supplemented  by  80.000  printed  appeals  freely  distri- 
buted which  have  done  good  service  In  explaining  the  objects  of  our  Brotherhood  and  thereby  en- 
listing the  Interest  of  many  who  otherwise  would  not  connect  themselves  with  us.  Many  a  circu- 
lar and  letter  have  I  sent  to  various  quarters  urging  the  men  of  our  trade  to  organize.  And  In  this 
work  our  journal.  The  Cabpentkb,  has  also  been  a  very  effective  agency.  Its  articles  have  been 
copied  In  every  labor  jounial  and  trades  paper  in  the  country  and  many  flattering  compliments 
have  been  raid  our  organization  by  these  papers.  Its  correspondence  has  become  a  matter  of  In- 
terest to  all  our  members  who  look  for  it  anxiously  and  desire  its  continuance.  And  under  future 
conditions  it  can  be  published  more  promptly  now  that  we  are  no  longer  financially  embarrassed. 

Our  growth  on  the  Pncific  Coast  has  been  almost  phenomenal  and  tne  credit  of  organizing  many 
new  unions  in  that  region  is  due  to  Brother  Stephens,  of  Oakland  Union  No.  36,  who  has  been  the 
only  active  organizer  among  all  our  Vice-Presidents.  New  York  State  has  been  awakened  and  now 

riresentM  a  good  field  for  planting  our  unions  and  in  a  few  months  we  can  report  at  least  half  a  dozen 
n  that  State.  Likewise  in  the  Southern  States  there  are  promising  hopes  of  many  new  unions  the 
coming  year.  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois  offer  a  fruitful  field  for  organization.  With  a  little  effort 
on  the  part  of  all  our  members  and  all  our  unions,  we  ought  to  be  able  to  raise  the  necessary  funds 
to  organize  more  extensively  and  by  the  next  year  more  than  double  our  membership.  This  now 
depends  on  the  zeeA  and  earnestness  of  our  members. 

Within  the  past  few  months  I  have  commenced  the  publ  ication  ol  a  monthly  trade  report,  which  I 
nod  has  been  a  aouroe  of  information  to  the  members,  and  has  forced  unions  in  arrears  to  become  more 
punctual  of  late  in  paying  their  capita  tax  and  death  assessments.  But  in  compiling  these  reports  I 
find  great  difflcoltyin  getting  prompt  and  complete  reports  from  the  Financial  Secretaries  of  some  of 
the  local  unions.  Thej  fail  fo  (HI  oot  the  blanks  sent  them  for  that  purpose,  and  I  have  used  every 
means  to  persuade  them  to  fulfill  their  duties.  It  is  likely,  as  we  grow  older,  these  and  other  diflS- 
^' 'I  be  overcome.  These  troubles  are  now  largely  due  to  the  constant  changes  in  the  offices 
fk  I**     ****  local  unions  and  sometimes  to  a  conflict  of  duty  between  the  Corresponding  and 

I    .  S^cf^'^'ies,  which  might  be  avoided  by  amalgamating  these  two  offices  and  makms  it 

salaried  and  filled  by  a  competent  man.  who  shotild  "he  retamed  as  long  as  possible  m  that  position. 

At  various  times  I  have  been  callea  away  from  the  duties  of  my  office  to  assist  in  organizing  new 
nniont  or  in  strengthening  old  ones.  In  May  this  year  I  was  summoned  to  Chicago  to  assist  Union 
MO.  81  in  its  strike  and  help  bring  it  to  a  succesful  issue.  At  different  periods  I  have  visited  all  the 
unions  east  of  the  Mississippi,  with  the  exception  of  those  in  the  Southern  States.  My  expenses 
Wmea  when  not  too  heavy  I  have  paid  from  my  own  pocket,  otherwise  the  local  anions  hare  con- 
■bV**'  •«P«nses  have  been  charged  to  the  Brotherhood. 
I  r  ^  maintained  fHendly  relations  with  all  the  National  and  International  Unions  of  Amer- 
gygpg  ny  oorreepondence  we  hare  opened  up  relations  with  Carpenters  Unions  in  Great  Hritian. 
ueimaay.  France,  Switaerland,  Austria,  Spain,  Denmark  and  Italy,  and  by  keeping  up  this  foreign 
eorreepondeoee  I  nave  prevented  many  men  of  our  tra«le  from  romiog  to  overcrowd  as  here.  Oar 
2*""«otion  with  the  Fedemtion  of  Trades  of  tho  United  States  and  Canadas  has  been  malnUined  and 
iMOtner  O.  Edmonston,  of  Washington  Uniop  No.  1,  represented  us  in  the  last  convention  held  in 
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N«w  York  City  last  Augnst,  and  generon^  enough  to  donate  to  the  Broth^^rhood  hit  «nt1r» 
ezpensea  for  fare  and  fime.  A  report  of  his  work  waa  publinhed  in  the  8op|enjb«»r  CAanomm. 
The  next  convention  of  the  Federation  will  nrieet  in  Chicago,  III.,  on  the  third  Tuetduy  in  Octuot- r, 
1884  to  which  we  are  entitled  to  send  ft  delegate.  The  Federation  has  been  mainly  in«trumei.t«l  id 
securing  the  late  United  SUtes  Senate  lal>or  inTestigation  and  in  securing  the  sulMeqaent  att«Dtpts 
at  labor  legislation  in  Congress.  . 

In  the  performance  ofiny  duties  I  have  found  the  great  need  of  a  Central  Exeoutife  Board,  com- 
posed of  members  located  all  m  one  city.  Such  a  Board  could  meet  semi-monthlv  and  would  bo  ad- 
visory and  executite,  and  by  electing  its  own  Treasurer  and  Trustees,  they  coolu  better  control  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  Brotherhood,  and  audit  the  accounts  monthly.  Thus  we  could  have  our  finan- 
cial report  published  monthly  in  our  Journal  for  all  the  members.  The  matter  of  having  a  perroan- 
ent  headquarters  for  a  term  of  years,  and  not  chauging  constantly,  is  alto  worthy  of  your  oonaiderm- 
tion. 

In  organising  new  unions  it  might  be  well  to  change  the  number  required  to  start  a  union,  so  as  to 
make  it  seven  men  instead  of  nine,  as  it  is  often  difficult  to  get  nine,  while  if  started  and  chartered 
with  seven  they  would  be  bound  to  hold  tojrether  and  grow.  Then,  ajfain.  it  would  be  well  to  provide 
for  admitting  isolated  members  who  wish  to  attach  themselves  to  our  Brotherhood  and  are  only  one 
or  two  in  number  and  can  not  start  a  union. 

The  question  of  allowing  more  than  one  union  to  exist  and  be  chartered  in  a  city  is  also  a  seri- 
ous maiter.  In  New  Orleans  we  have  a  union  of  colored  men,  and  the  whites  are  also  desirous  of 
org-nifiing  and  coming  into  our  Brotherhood  under  a  separate  charter;  but  our  Tonstitution  at  pres- 
ent does  not  admit  this.  In  Chicago  the  German  members  of  our  Brotherhood  are  desirous  of  a 
separate  charter,  that  they  may  avoid  the  difficulties  that  now  arise  from  an  insufficient  knowledge 
of  our  language.  The  name  cases  are  apt  to  prevail  in  other  cities.  Hence  this  subject  requires 
some  legislation  at  your  hands. 

Some  unions  also  desire  to  leave  the  subject  oi  piece  work  optional  with  the  unions  as  to  its  en- 
forcement. They  wish  to  have  piece  work  condemned  and  discoiutenanced,  but  prefer  to  wait  until 
they  are  in  a  position  to  make  an  etfective  move  against  it. 

Above  all  other  questions  of  importance,  the  reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  is  one  of  the  roo«t 
urgent,  and  we  should  devise  some  plan  to  reach  such  reduction  as  may  be  practical  and  to  do  it 
eflmiiently. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  thank  the  local  unions,  their  officers  and  members,  for  their  assist- 
ance and  many  kind  expressions  of  fraternal  regard.  In  the  trying  times  of  domestic  affliction, 
when  I  was  in  painful  agony  over  the  mental  condition  of  my  wife  and  her  final  death,  I  never  wil! 
forget  the  sympathies  I  received  from  the  i  nions.  Until  my  dying  day  I  will  everchensh  them  \n 
memory.  Wnatever  imperfections  I  have  been  guilty  of 'are  due  more  to  lack  of  discipline  in 
many  of  the  unions,  and  to  want  of  means.  At  times,  no  doubt,  1  have  committed  errors,  like  all 
other  mortals,  but  in  the  main  it  has  ever  been  my  purpose  to  fulfill  the  high  trusts  imposed  on  me 
honestly  and  faithfully,  and  for  the  good  of  our  Bfoihernood.  Trusting  mv  course  w  ill  meet  your 
approval,  I  remain,  yours,  fraternally,  P.  J.  SicGi  lai.

Reports  of  committees  being  called  for,  tnat  order  of  business  was 
laid  over  to  give  the  committees  time  to  act. 

The  motion  of  equalization  of  funds,  which  was  laid  over  from  last 
convention,  was  then  brought  forward  for  discussion. 

Henderson— Moved  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion. Carried. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  various  committees  desired  to  go  to 
work  it  was  suggested  the  convention  adjourn  until  8:30  a.  m.  Thurs- 
day. 

The  Secretary  desired  that  he  should  receive  instructions  as  to  what 
portion  of  the  proceedings  he  should  give  to  the  daily  press. 

Brown— Moved  that  the  matter  be  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Se- 
cretary. Carried. 

Brethauer— Officially  invited  the  delegates  to  a  reception  in  their 
honor  this  evening,  at  the  Lookout  House,  under  the  auspices  of  Union 
No.  2.  of  Cincinnati.  Accepted. 

There  being  no  further  business  before  the  house,  the  President  de- 
clared  the  convention  adjourned  until  8:30  a.  m.,  Thursdav  Au2U.st7. 
1884.  .  '  6 
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President  McGinley  in  the  chair:  all  the  officers  at  their  posts. 

Roll  call  showed  that  a  quorum  was  not  present  owing  to  the  ab- 
sense  of  many  members  attending  to  committee  duties. 

Door-keeper  Wood  was  instructed  to  secure  a  quorum,  which  was 
secured  with  very  little  difficulty  by  the  appearance  of  the  Committee 
on  Constitution. 

The  printed  minutes  of  the  6th  inst.  were  then  read  and  there  being 
no  objections,  they  were  adopted. 

Bills  to  the  amount  of  $1.80  for  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  con- 
vention were  presented  and  ordered  paid. 

Resolutions  in  reference  to  boycotting  the  New  York  Tribune^  the 
commission  of  John  Jarrett  as  Labor  Commissioner  and  a  Declaration 
of  Principles  from  Brother  Griffin,  Englewood,  111.,  were  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

On  a  question  of  privilege.  Brother  Dey  referred  to  an  insult  which 
had  been  offered  to  one  of  our  delegates.  Brother  Rames,  of  Charleston, 
S.  C.  Upon  request  of  President  AlcGinley,  Brother  Shields  stated  the 
circumstances.  And  the  fol^wing  resolution  was  thereupon  offered  by 
Brother  Dey. 

Whereas — Several  of  our  dclc^t^  In  company  with  Brother  Rames  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  last 
evening  entered  a  coffee  huuse  in  Ibis  city,  at  77  West  Sixth  street,  known  as  the  "Peoples'  Restaur- 
ant." un<l  were  told  by  the  head  waiter  that  he  could  not  serve  Brother  Rames  on  account  of  color, 
therefore  be  It 

H^lfo^v^^^—T)xt^.  in  this  indignity  offered  to  Brother  Rames,  one  of  our  delegates,  we  recognize  a 
gross  and  ignorant  insult  to  uur  body  worthy  of  the  severest  rebuke  at  our  hands,  and  we  call  upon 
the  I'itizens  and  working  people  of  th'is  city  to  do  all  in  their  powej  to  withdraw  all  patronage  from 
the  "People  s  Re.stauraut,"  and  hold  it  up  to  public  execration. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Report  of  President  submitted  its  report  as 
follows :

The  authority  fur  calUng  Huch  a 
meeting  shall  lie  in  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  L.  L'.,  or  a  majority  vote  at  any  mt-viiuK. 

Sec.  8.  MThenever  it  shall  best  subserve  the  Interesta  of  the  Union  to  give  the  employem.  a  rea- 
sonable time  before  hand,  due  notice  of  any  demands  that  may  entail  upon  them  pecuniary  lubs,  llieu 
such  notice  mav  be  given. 

Sec.  4  Strike  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  members  at  the  rate  of  $5  per  week  to  married  rnen.  and 
$4  per  week  to  single  men.  In  no  case  shall  the  fraction  of  a  week  be  allowed  for.  the  saro»? 
to  commence  the  first  week  after  the  strike  has  been  authorized:  prorifird.  the  mem  )>er  does  not 
secure  other  remunerative  employment  in  the  meanwhile  at  any  occupation  which  ohall  bring  hiiu 
wages  or  some  tangible  pecuniary  profit. 

Sec.  5.  No  member  of  the  L.  U.  shall  be  entitled  to  any  strike  benefit  unless  he  is  a  member  i:i 
good  standing  for  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  strike. 

Sec.  6.  Ime  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  G.  8.  of  strikes,  their  reason,  extent  and  duration,  and 
expense  incurred. 

Sec.  7.  The  L.  U.  on  strike  may  notify  all  the  other  Unions  of  the  fact,  and  should  the  duration 
of  the  strike  deplete  their  treasury,  they  may  forward  appeals  for  help  from  sister  Union.**. 

BENEFITS. 

In  Art.  12,  Sec.  1.  Strike  out  the  entire  section  in  the  Constitution 
and  insert  as  a  subetitute  the  following:

Adopted.  ^  2 
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Art.  13,  Sec.  1.    To  read  as  follows:

received  at  worlc  In  the  trade  of  carpenter  and  Joiner,  which  incapacitates  him  from  again  foUowLuff 

the  triidc,  shall  be  entitled  to  8100  for  rIx  months'  memberBhip.  and  f2S0  /or  ftpo  yean*  mmbenkip, 
and  this  $haU  rduvr  the  B.Jrom  any  further  obligatUnu  to  taid  mtmoer. 

Sees,  2  and  8  adopted  as  at  present. 

A  NEW  Article.  Art.  14  was  ordered  to  be  printed  for  informa- 
tion as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  At  death  or  disability  of  a  member,  each  Local  Union  shall  pay  an  anenment  of  ten 
renti>  for  each  meml>er  in  good  standing  when  called  upon  by  the  G.  8.,  and  charge  the  same  to  the 
members  on  the  books  as  ones. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  mem^)er8hip  of  the  B.  exceeds  5,000  members  an  assessment  shall  occur  at 
every  second  death.  When  the  membership  exceeds  10,000  an  (tsscssment  shall  be  levied  at  every 
fourth  death. 

yEc.  On  the  receipt  of  a  disability  or  death  benefit  by  any  L.  U.  the  C  8.  of  such  I/>cal  Union 
shall  notify  all  other  Load  Unions  of  receipt  of  said  benefit,  and  publish  the  same  in  the  official 
iournal. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  8  a.  m.,  Friday,  August  8, 1884.

FOURTH  DAY'S  SESSION. 

The  fourth  day^s  session  of  the  convention  assembled  in  Work- 
men's Hall,  August  8,  1884,  at  8:30  a.  m. 

President  McGinley  in  the  chair;  all  officers  and  delegates  present. 

The  printed  minutes  of  the  7th  inst.  were  then  read  and  adopted 
as  far  as  printed  with  a  few  corrections.  The  balance  of  the  minutes 
to  be  passed  upon  when  they  arrived  from  the  printer. 

Upon  the  question  of  electing  eight  Vice-Presidents  by  the  con- 
vention, Brother  Dey,  of  Philadelphia,  in  behalf  of  his  union,  desired 
to  enter  his  protest  against  election  by  the  convention,  as  his  union 
favored  the  system  of  a  general  vote.  The  protest  was  ordered  to  be 
recorded. 

Brethauer — Rose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  and  called  attention 
to  a  report  in  the  Cincinnati  Evening  Post  of  last  evening,  which 
stated  tnata  resolution  was  passed  by  the  convention  in  opposition  to 
John  Jarrett. 

Upon  motion  of  Brother  Brethauer  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
notify  the  Evening  Post  that  no  such  action  was  taken. 

The  further  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
.stitution  was  then  taken  up. 

All  the  General  Laws  were  adopted  as  they  now  are  with  excep- 
tion of  Section  9,  which  is  amended  to  read:  "The  C.  S.  of  each  L.  U. 
shall,  vrithin  the  last  week  of  each  vwnthy^  etc. 

Adopted. 

Local  Rules — Were  then  taken  up.  Article  1,  Sec.  3.  Every  can- 
didate proposed  for  membership  must  be  waited  upon  by  a  special 
committee  of  three,  which  may  report  at  the  same  meeting,"  etc. 

Adopted. 

Sec.  6.  In  regard  to  apprentices  be  stricken  out. 
Adopted.  * 
In  Article  3,  Sec.  2,  the  last  three  lines  be  stricken  out. 
Adopted. 

Sec,  3.  In  regard  to  Resistance  Fund  be  stricken  out  entirely. 


Art.  4,  Sec.  1.  The  last  clause       r*^go  18  to  be  stricken  out. 

Adopted.  ,  ^    I.    •       A  J 

Art.  5,  Sees.  1  and  2  to  be  stricken  out  and  Sec.  t  to  be  inserted. 

Ross— Moved  that  the  matter  be  left  optional  with  the  unions,  in- 
asmuch as  his  union  desired  to  suspend  any  member  over  one  month 
in  arrears.  After  some  discussion  Brother  Suter  explained  that  the 
law  as  it  is  now  would  not  prevent  the  unions  to  take  such  action  in 
their  own  By-Laws,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  local  benefits.  The  general 
law  was  simply  to  cover  the  general  benefits.  Brother  Ross  then  with- 
drew his  motion  by  consent  of  the  body. 

The  balance  of  Art.  5  and  Art.  6.  were  adopted  as  they  are. 

Art.  7  occasioned  some  debate. 

Rames— Moved  that  the  oflfices  of  Corrt><ponding  Secretary  and 
Financial  Secretary  in  the  local  unions  be  consolidated.  Discussion 
ensued,  which  resulted  in  Brother  Rames  withdrawing  his  motion  to 
give  way  to  an  amendment  by  Brother  Sleeper. 

Sleeper— Moved  to  add  to  Art.  7,  Sec.  1,  the  following  :  "  It  may 
be  optional  with  the  local  unions  to  combine  the  offices  of  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  and  Financial  Secretary  if  they  deem  it  necessary. 

Adopted. 

Moved  that  a  recess  be  taken  until  1:30  p.  nt.  Carried. 
The  convention  then  adjourned  until  1:30  p.  m.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  afternoon  session  of  the  convention  called  to  order  at  1:30  p. 
m.,  August  8,  1884. 

Roll  call  showed  all  officers  and  delegates  present. 

Upon  motion  the  balance  of  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings 
were  read  and  adopted  as  correct.

Reeves — Moved  that  Sec.  2  of  the  Los  Angeles  proposition  be 
adopted  and  Sec.  3  of  our  old  Constitution  be  added  to  it. 

Shields — Moved  that  we  reconsider  the  vote  which  refused  to  con- 
cur in  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Sec.  1  of  Art.  11.  Carried. 

Sleeper — Moved  that  we  adopt  Sec.  1  of  the  Los  Angeles  proposi- 
tion and  add  a  few  lines  of  Sec.  2  of  Los  Angeles,  and  make  it  Sec.  1, 
Art.  11,  which  would  read : 

strikes. 

See.  1.  Whenervr  a  difpute  ariies  betwieen  an  employer  or  employer!  and  membera  of  a  local 
union,  Uie  members  shall  lay  the  matter  before  the  L.  U..  which  shall  appoint  an  arbitration  com- 
mittee to  adjust  the  difficulty ;  then,  if  said  committee  can  notsetUe  the  dispute,  the  matter  shall  . 
be  referred  to  the  union.  If  a  two-thirds  vote  by  secret  ballot  of  the  members  prewnt  at  such 
meeting  shaU  decide  that  the  members  be  sustained,  then  they  shall  be  authorised  to  strike  which 
strike  snaU  take  eiltet  immediately  whenever  compliance  with  the  demand  is  refused  by  the  em- 
ployers the  followtda;  d»y.  '

Adopted. 

See.  5.  In  no  case  shall  any  local  onion  take  any  action  on  any  itrike  until  all  member*  In 
good  standing  of  such  union  be  notified. 

BiLLiNGSLEY — Moved: 

See.  6.  Whenever  a  strike  has  been  authorized  by  the  E.  B..  and  the  duration  of  the  strlk* 
has  depleted  the  treasury  of  the  local  union,  such  union  shall  be  authorized  to  issne  an  appeal  to 
aister  unions,  sanctioned  by  the  E,  B..  calling  for  douatiouH  from  the  local  unions  in  their  aid. 

Adopted. 

See.  7.  Unions  sending  money  to  each  other  must  remit  the  same  by  telegraph,  or  bv  express, 
or  postofflce  order,  the  Secretar>'  transmitting  such  money  shall  notlfv  the  President  of  the  union 
on  strike.  The  Secretary  receiving  such  money  shall  immediately  ^'^'na  a  receipt  to  the  F.  8.,  and 
a  copy  of  such  r.'ceipt  to  the  Presiaent,  of  the  union  from  when  c  the  money  came. 

Adopted. 

See.  8.  All  strike  money  and  its  expenditure  shall  be  reported  to  the  0.  8.,  who  shall  publiah 
the  same  in  his  monthly  report  by  circular  to  the  unions. 

Adopted. 

Moved  that  all  other  clauses  in  Art.  11  be  stricken  out.  Adopted. 
The  convention  gave  a  very  lengthy  and  careful  consideration  to 
Art.  11. 

BENEFITS. 

The  next  in  order  was  Art.  14  as  reported  by  the  committee. 

Dey — Moved  to  add  :  "That  when  8500  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
G.  T.  at  the  death  of  a  member  no  assessment  shall  be  paid." 

SuTER — Moved  to  amend  by  substituting  the  law  as  it  is  now  in 
Art.  12  of  the  Constitution. 

Ross — Moved  as  substitute  the  following : 

Art.  14.  Sec.  1.  Upon  the  death  or  disability  of  a  member,  when  the  union  Is  notified  by  the 
G.  S.,each  member  shall  pay  an  assessment  of  10  cents  into  his  local  union,  and  the  same  shall 
be  charged  to  him  on  the  books  as  dues. 

Sec.  2.  Local  unions  must  set  aside  the  ten  cents  assessment  for  each  member  and  hold 
themselves  in  readines.s  to  pay  their  quota  upon  the  call  of  the  G.  S. 

Sec.  3.  Not  more  than  fJM  of  this  fund  shall  be  placed  at  any  time  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  B. 

Adopted  by  16  to  5. 
Ross — Moved  as  Sec.  4. 

"Any  union  that  fails  to  send  Its  quota  to  the  G.  S.  within  30  days  after  being  called  on  by 
the  G.  S.  shall  be  suspended  from  benefits  until  the  same  Is  paid." 

Sec.  5.  On  the  death  of  a  member  who  has  been  admitted  six  months  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this Constittition  and  By-Laws,  and  good  on  the  books  of  the  Union,  his  representative 
or  next  of  kin  shall  receive  the  sura  of  $"2.')0.  In  all  cases  of  death  the  person  applying  for  the 
mouev  shall  produce  to  this  union  a  physician's  certificate  where  such  death  took  place,  and  also  a 
burial  certificate,  and  If  proved  satisfactory  to  this  body,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  authorized 
to  call  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Brotherhood  to  pay  the  above  amount  into  the  hands  of  the  per^ 
son  entitled  to  receive  it. 

Sec.  6.  Should  a  member  die  having  no  relative  to  conduct  his  funeral,  the  union  shall  sec  him 
respectablv  interred.  The  President.  Financial  and  Recording  Secretaries  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  snail  attend  his  funeral,  the  expenses  to  be  taken  from  his  burial  benefits. 

Sec.  7.  The  widow  of  a  deceased  member,  who  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  as  specified  in  thli 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  whose  conduct  is  improper,  shall  not  be  allowed  the  funeral  benefit,  but 
the  union  shall  see  him  properly  interred,  pay  the  expense  incurred  for  the  same,  the  surplus  to 
go  to  the  childreu ;  and  if  no  children,  to  dq  given  to  the  widow  at  the  diM^retioa  of  the  union. 

Adopted. 

Art  7,  Sec,  3.  To  read: 

All  nomlnationf  of  otBoera  shall  be  opened  and  closed  on  the  last  meeting  night  in  June  and  De* 
cember,  but  may  be  re-cpened  again  on  the  night  of  election  if  deemed  necessary,  and  no  member  shall 
be  nominated  for  any  office  unleas  he  is  present  on  the  nignt  of  nomination ;  nor  shall  he  be  ell- 
glble  tu  any  office  unless  he  has  been  a  member  three  months,  and  is  in  good  standing. 

Adopted. 

Art.  7,  Sec.  6,  in  last  line  amend  to  read :  "  All  officers  to  be  in- 
stalled.'' etc. 


Brown — Moved  to  amend  Art.  14,  Sec.  4  to  read  : 

This  Constitution  can  be  amen<le<l,  or  alterc<l  only  at  the  rcKular  BCfisions  of  the  cnnrentlon  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  delejfates  present  and  all  such  amcndmentA  or  alteratlonH  must  be  sub- 
mi  t  ted  to  the  local  unions  for  their  approval  or  rejection,  within  two  months  after  said  convention  ; 
r  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  of  the  local  unions  shall  be  ueceitoary  to  su.stain  such 
amendments  or  alterations. 

Carried. 

Rules  of  Order— In  the  Rules  of  Order  on  page  29  the  order  of 
business  that  No.  9,  in  regard  to  finance,  be  made  No.  6,  and  that  No. 
6  be  made  No.  9. 

Adopted. 

Sec.  10  was  amended  to  read:  "Any  member  may  call  for  a  division 
of  a  question  when  the  sense  will  admit  thereof. 
The  following  additions  were  also  made  • 

Every  member  present  shall  vote  on  all  questions  before  the  union, 
unless  personally  interested  or  excused  by  the  union. 

When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question  shall  be  taken  fir-^t  upon 
the  highest  sum  or  number,  or  the  longest  or  latest  time. 

No  subject  of  a  political,  religious  or  personal  nature  shall  at  any 
time  be  admitted. 

Sec.  20  was  amended  to  read:  "No  member  shall  speak  inon*  than 
once  on  the  same  question  until  all  the  members  wishing  to  speak  shall 
have  had  an  opportunity  so  to  do;  nur  shall  any  member  interrupt  an- 
other while  speaking,  except  to  raise  a  point  of  order. 

Sec.  12  was  amended  to  place  a  motion  to  adjourn  as  first  instead 
of  sixth. 

The  Rules  of  Order  were  adopted  as  amended. 

The  adoption  of  the  Constitution  as  a  whole  was  then  laid  over 
until  the  minutes  of  the  next  day  would  be  passed  upon. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  further  reported  the  following 
special  resolution : 

We  hare  considered  the  plan  of  EouaHzation  of  Funds  and  Un'vorsal  Benefits  and  Dues  and 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Brotherhood  is  too  youuK  to  adopt  such  raea>un-x.  but  would 
recommend  that  the  E^B.  adopt  measures  that  the  (.i.  *S.  is^sue  a  call  for  a  popular  vote  six 
months  before  the  next'bienuial  convention  for  or  against  the  following  (lucstions  . 

1—  Equalization  of  Funds. 

2—  Universal  Benefits  and  Dues. 

8— The  Establishment  of  a  Universal  Sick  Benefit 

We  also  recommend  that  the  convention  take  measures  to  include  In  our  Constitution 
and  By-Laws,  plans  to  divide  the  Brotherhood  into  districus  with  a  Vice  President  for  each  dintrlct;

Excuse  granted^  He 
recommended  Brother  A.  M.  Betts,  of  Grand  Rapids,  as  Deputy  Organ- 
izer. Accepted. 

Moved  to  adjourn  until  8  p.  m,  August  ^  Carried 
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The  Committee  on  Kesolutions  reported  the  following  reBolutionw, 
which  were  adopted : 

W11F.REA8,  The  opinion  prevails  generally  that  Trades  Unions  encourage  shirking  and  teach 
men  to  do  tin  lilUe  work  an  possible. 

Rtmlvid,  That  we  hold  it  an  a  sacre<l  principle  that  Trades  Union  men  above  all  others  hhould 
set  a  eood  example  aHgood  and  faithful  workmen,  honorable  In  the  performance  of  their  duties 
to  their  employers. 

WHERKA8,  The  New  York  Tribune  made  a  contract  with  Its  employes  agreeing  to  hire  none 
but  union  laeu  and  to  pay  union  prices,  and 

Whkream,  The  New  York  Tribune  filter  having  made  such  contract,  deliberately,  willfully  and 
roaliciuusly  broke  ii&  agreement  without  any  notice,  and  drove  the  union  men  in  it«  employ  out 
upon  the  streets,  and 

Whkreas,  Wo  recognize  that  the  interests  of  all  classes  of  labor  are  identical  regardless  of  oc- 
cupation, nationality,  religion  or  color,  for  a  wrong  done  to  one  is  a  wrong  done  to  all,  therefore 
be  it 

Rrsottrd,  That  we  condemn  the  action  of  the  New  York  TribriTie  In  discharging  its  union  men 
and  n^ard  it  a»  an  insult  to  the  working  claa8es,  and  we  recommend  to  our  local  oivanizations 
Hnd  ineml^ers  that  they  do  all  in  their  power  to  boycott  the  New  York  Tribune  and  take  away  all 
patniutiKe.  commercial  or  political,  that  sustiiin  it.   Be  it  further 

Rt  Aolvfd,  That  for  the  same  reasons  at»  stated  in  regard  to  the  New  York  Tribune,  we  shall  also 
apply  the  bame  punishment  to  the  Philadelphia  Press. 

Whereas,  President  Arthur  appointed  John  Jarrett,  Ex-Presidcnt  of  the  Amalgamated  Iron 
and  Stet'l  Workers,  as  U.  8.  Labor  C  ommiKsi(jncr  with  the  consent  of  the  U.  S.  Senate,  and  after 
having  appointed  him  has  withheld  his  commission  solclv  upon  personal  grounds;  therefore  be  it 

ifmi/ivf/,  That  we  call  up«n  President  Arthur  lo  sign  3ir.  Jarrett's  comniission,  believing,  as  we 
do,  that  the  api>ointraent  oi  a  man  identified  w  ith  the  labor  interests  of  the  country,  will  best  sub- 
serve the  interests  for  whieh  the  Bureau  was  established  and  command  the  confidence  and  respect 
of  the  working  people  of  the  whole  Nation. 

A  communication  from  Covington  Union  No.  54,  thanking  the 
convention  for  its  greetings,  was  received  and  accepted. 

A  resolution  from  Brother  Printen,  against  dragging  politics  into 
the  union,  was  laid  over  as  the  matter  was  disposed  of  in  the  Local 
Rules. 

The  following  paper  from  Brother  C.C.Griffen,  of  Englewood,  111., 
was  read  and  adopted  as  the  sentiments  of  this  convention,»and  ordered 
to  be  spread  on  the  minutes,  and  also  published  in  English  and  German 
in  The,  Carpenter: 

^  pECLARATION  OF  J^RINCIPLES. 

We  hold  It  proper  that  every  organization  that  asks  the  support  of  mankind,  should  declare  Its 
principles  and  objects,  as  fast  as  growing  intelligence  enables  it  to  define  them;  and,  therefore, 
among  the  principles  we  hold  are: 

1.  That,  OA  the  average  laboring  man  expends  his  entire  earnings  immediately,  everj- dollar 
added  to  his  wages  adds  to  every  market  he  patronizes ;  and,  therefore,  that  every  reduction  of 
wages  immediately  cripples  all  marketii  to  just  the  extent  of  the  reduction. 

2.  We  hold  a  reduction  of  hour?'  fi>r  a  days  work  increases  the  intelligence  and  happiness  of  the 
laborer,  and  alsu  increases  the  demand  for  labor,  and  the  price  of  a  days  work 

3.  We  hold  that,  as  nineteen-twentieths  of  all  production  in  the'United  States  is  consumed  at 
home,  It  is  ruinous  to  reduce  domestic  wages  to  enable  our  country  to  compete  with  foreign 
markets ;  that  is.  It  is  ruinous  to  reduce  a  nineteen  dollar  market  for  the  purpose  ot  gaining  a  one 
d<»llar  market,  as  is  the  case,  because  the  wages  of  the  wage-workers  makes  more  than  half  of  our 
entire  market. 

4.  We  hold  that  reducing  wages  for  the  porpose  of  underselling  foreign  markets,  induces  foreien 
countries  to  do  the  same;  and  that  the  principle  is  a  pitting  of  one  country  against  another  in  the 
art  of  starvation  and  depravity.  That  as  the  laboring  classes  are  uniting  all  over  the  world  regard- 
lej«  of  national  lines,  it  is  the  moral  duty  of  all,  and  to  the  Interest  of  all,  to  stop  this  ruinous  com- 
I>etltion  between  nations.  We  hold  that  competition,  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  wages,  ia  no  lesa 
ruinous  becauae  it  is  international. 

6.  We  hold  that  every  person,  company,  corporation  or  pool  of  corporations,  that  lends  aid  to 
reduce  wages  from  any  standard  Is  a  ruinous  monopolist;  and  if  allowed  to  continue  such  reduc- 
tion, would  ruin  all  markets,  and  enslave  all  labor  and  bring  the  country  into  the  condition  of 
other  cheap  labor  impoverished  countries. 

6.  We  hold  that  all  protected  industries  are  protected  at  the  expense  of  citizens,  and  that  such 
Industries  have  no  moral  right,  and  should  have  no  legal  right  to  employ  foreign  labor,  or  persons 
who  send  or  carry  their  earnings  out  of  the  country.  That  all  aliens  should  be  employee  only  by 
■ell-sustaining  industriw,  and  not  by  those  receiving  support  by  tax  upon  citizens. 

7.  That  protected  industries  ahould  have  uo  legal  right  to  reduce  or  aid  in  reducing  wages  from 
any  standard. 

8.  We  object  to  prison  contract  labor  because  it  puts  the  criminal  in  competitou  against  honor- 


able  labor  for  the  purpose  of  cuttiug  down  wagea ;  and.  also,  because  It  help*  ovemock  the  labor

BoYER— Moved  to  provide  for  an  Assistant  Secretary.  After  dis- 
cussion the  motion  was  withdrawn.

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Henderson — Moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
draft  resolutions  to  relieve  Philadelphia  Union  No.  8  on  tne  question 
of  piece  work.  Carried. 

Committee — Brown,  Laverock  and  Shields. 

Ross — Moved  to  insert  the  following  in  its  proper  place  in  Art.  12: 

On  the  death  of  *  wife  of  a  member  entitled  to  benefit,  an  asflefisment  of  two  cents  shall  be  made 
upon  each  member  and  shall  be  collected  as  provided  In  Art.  14.  And  upon  the  death  of  the  mem- 
ber an  asscMment  of  only  eight  cents  shall  then  be  made  upon  each  memoer  to  pay  the  balance  of 
t200  death  benefit  due  ou  his  account 

Adopted. 

Printen — Read  the  instructions  in  German  given  him  by  his  union, 
which  were  translated  by  the  General  Secretary.  He  moved  that  the 
Death  Benefits  and  Sick  Benefits  be  seperated  and  also  made  optional 
for  the  members  to  join  or  not  as  thev  pleased. 

JtTI^Thompson — Raised  point  of  oraer  that  Brother  Printen's  motion 
was  out  of  order. 

President  Billingsley  sustained  the  point  of  ordei.  Brother  Suter 
appealed.    Decision  of  the  chair  reversea  by  7  to  10. 

The  previous  question  was  ordered  on  Brother  Printen's  motion.

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Called  to  order  at  2  p.  m.  President  Billingsley  in  the  chair.  All 
officers  and  delegates  present,  except  Brother  J.  M.  Hall  excused.

50  members,  jt  vote ;  75  members,  J  vote ;  100  members,  1  vote.  Lost. 

3.  Related  to  a  majority  vote  being  necessary  to  elect  all  officers. 
Ruled  out  on  ground  of  having  been  passed  upon. 

President  Billingsley-— Called  Vice-President  Shields  to  the 
chair,  and  on  a  question  of  privilege  stated  his  instructions  and  posi- 
tion on  the  Endowment  Fund.  Brother  Suter  explained  that  any  re- 
marks he  made  were  not  intended  to  reflect  upon  his  colleague. 
Brother  Printen  also  made  a  statement. 

Brown — As  Chairman  of  special  committee  on  question  of  piece 
work  reported  that  his  committee  reported  in  favor  of  maintaining 
the  law  as  it  is  without  panting  any  dispensations. 

Adopted  and  committee  discharged. 
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Brethauer— Moved  to  amend  Page  26,  Art.  9.  So  as  to  add

Motion  lost,  as  it  was  already  provided  for  in  another  manner  on

and  Joiners  and  that  Art.  9,  Sec.  1,  Page  10  be  so  amended.  Carried. 

BoYER— Moved  to  reconsider  vote  that  decided  the  constitution 
shall  go  into  eflfect  January  1,  1885.  Carried. 

BoYER— Moved  that  the  date  for  the  Constitution  as  amended  to 
into  eflfect  be  October  1,  1884,  and  that  the  headquarters  be  located  in 
Cleveland  as  soon  after  that  date  as  possible.  Carried. 

Shields— Moved  that  the  present  Trustees  in  Philadelphia  and 
the  G.  S.  shall  count  the  votes  on  the  amendments  and  announce  the 
result  to  all  the  unions.  Carried. 

The  minutes  of  the  session  were  then  read  and  adopted. 

Boyer — Moved  that  the  Constitution  as  amended  be  now  adopted 
as  a  whole  by  the  convention  and  referred  to  the  unions  for  action. 
Carried  unanimously. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  was  then  discharged. 

A  Bill  for  $35.70  from  Ex-General  President  McGinley,  for  time 
and  expenses  attending  convention,  was  presented  and  the  G.  S.  was 
orderea  to  pay  it  and  also  to  pay  Brother  McGinley's  hotel  expenses. 

Shields — Moved  the  salary  of  the  G.  S.  be  fixed  at  $20  per  week. 
Carried  unanimously. 

Ross — Moved  that  the  printed  proceedings  shall  cost  five  cents  per 
copy  to  the  members  and  that  the  Secretary  use  his  judgment  as  to 
how  many  copies  shall  be  printed.  Carried. 

Thompson — Moved  that  the  emblem  of  the  B.  be  encompassed  by  a 
shield  to  donate  our  protective  character  as  an  organization  and  that 
the  emblem  be  copyrignted.  Carried. 

The  business  of  the  convention  then  being  completed,  President 
Billingsley  congratulated  the  delegates  upon  their  narmonious  pro- 
ceedings and  the  successful  termination  of  their  severe  and  arduous 
labors. 

Upon  motion  the  Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Brotherhood 
was  declared  adjourned  9ine  die.
